London, May 4.— There aeemi to be lUMe 
doubt that China and Japan have both 
ratified tho treaty of ShlmonoBeki, which 
oomplloatoa tho ponltion of' the Enropean 

protesting powers. 

At the request of tho Aasoolated Fress, 
Mr. Ponltney Bigolow, who has exceptional 
means of obtaining political Information, 
eapeoUlly in Germany, has written the fol- 
lowing on tho situation: " Rueaia ia tho 
power that to-day calls upon Japan 
for tho fruits of her viotory .pud 
to take orders from St. Peteraburg. 
Ruaeia orders Japan to give up 
her foothold upon Chine bo boII Ijaoauae, for- 
sooth, aho may disturb that mystical mum- 
ble oallod tho balance of power. This order 
is backed up by tho voicea of Franco and 
Germany. Tho voice of Franco ia weak, 
nob becauao ahe doca not love Russia, 
but beoauBo she also loves Japan, 

d because she hates GcimaDy more 
than aho lovoa any other country. 
Germany la sacrlficlDg the friendship of 
Japan for reosona etriotly political. The 
Kmporor of Germany deairoa to ahow good 
will for hla Kiatorn neighbor, particularly 
at tho outaot of the proaont Czsr'a reign. 
For the past ton years the relations of the 
two conntriea have been very much atralned, 
oven to tho point of imminonb war 
in 1891. Germany is now experimenting 
with a platonio alliance between the 
Czar and the Emperor. lb oannot last 
Ibnc;, but it la profoundly oonoeived. It 
tends to weaken tho French hatred of Ger- 
many and to wean the repnbllo from slav- 
ish obedience to Russian dictation and to 
iaolate her atill further. A large party "in 
Germany hatea England cordially and is 
ready to make any saorlfioog for the gr;itifi>' 
oatlon of this feeling. This hatred springs', 
largely from commercial rivalry, bat^'snll' 
more from the feeling thatsGerman expataton 
In Africa has been hamp^irid by :^phn ]}ull.''

China will turn against Russia with finer 
gusto. That waa a kind of land grab that 
we eould only appreciate if a foreign power 
ahould occupy Long Island or tho eastern 
shore of Maryland. Russia has kept all she 
haa atolon and wants more. She wants 
Korea and above all ahe wanta tho very 
Port Arthur, whioh Japan propoeea to keep. 
Japan may bo bluffed into aurrendoring 
somo of her claims ; but her true interoata 
lie in fighting ^Ruaala ot once, while her 
army and navy are in good condition, and 
aho can do so with the greatest of ease. 
From a souroo whioli haa never deceived me, 
I am a\t\Q to say that Russia has in 
Eastern Siberia and nomlQally lit to 
take tho field twenty battalions of infantry, 
jwo squadrons of cavalry, ton aqaadrona of 
Coaaacks, six field battoriea, equal 
forty-oichC guna, two half mountain 
uattorloB, equal to eight guna, two 
Coaaack horee artillery batteries, equal 
to twelve guna, three oompanies of for- 
trcaa artillery and three companies of 
tappers. The recruits for these troops 
come every year from Odessa by 
way of Snez, and lb would take a year be- 
fore the Rusaiana could put an army of 
100,000 men in the field near TIadlvostook. 
Russia alone oannot subdue Japan, in spite 
of her army of 800,000 men and her many 
Cosaaoka, and Germany oan help her only 
with fair worda, for the Reiobstag won't 
vote money for a war In the East, seeing 
that the only profit poaaible will fall to 
Ruasia." 

An important conference took place at the 
war oflioe Wodnosday between the Duke of 
Cambridge, tho Duko of Connaught, Lord 
Wolsoley, Lord Roberta and Liciib. Ooni.rn! 
Sir P.bdvera Bailor, which haa revived tho 
rumors of tho approaching retirement of tho 
Duke of Canibridyo from tho post of com- 
mander in-ob'cf. It ia stated that Lord 
Roliorts of Kandahar auoooeds Lord WoIbo- 
Icy in Dublin aa commander of the forcoa In 
Ireland, Lord Wolaeloy taking tho newly 
created post of chief of the etafl at head- 
quarters, ahould tho Duko of Cambridge re- 
tire. 

Tho St. James Gazette, following up tho 
rumors in tho Times aa tn tho cabinet criaia, 
Bays tho dliroroncoa of opinion are duo to tho 
ohanoollor of tho exchequer. Sir William 
Yornon Harcourt, desiring to have the local 
veto bill brought up for the asoond reading 
Immediately, fChe rest of the cabinet minis- 
ters are in favor of poabponiog the aecond 
reading, owing to the faot that it) ia known 
that several Libarala will vote againat It, 
and it ia expected that the government will 
be defeated in the diviaion. In this event 
the meat sanguine supporters of the meaaure 
can only count upon a majority of eight. 

Tho Pope has sent to all the cardinals, 
heads of ordera, etc., a dooumcnt referring 
to the political conditlonn of tho papacy, 
whioh takea the form of hia political toata- 
menb, Hia Holiness reviowo tho hiatory of 
hia position In tho boo of 8t. Peter, and 
niakoB a warm appeal to tho cardinals ac 
any futuru time to koep hla Ideal before 
them and oontinuo tho policy ho has hereto- 
fore pursued. He requeata the oardlnala to 
hasten tho election of the next Pope na much 
aa possible, bo aa to give no blmo for outaldo 
Intrigue or joalouey of tho powers to Influ- 
onoo in any way tho free votes of the car- 
dinals, or to placo difficulties ia the way of 
tho newly elootad Pope. 

The Earl of Pembroke and Montgomery 
Is dead. George Robert Charles Horbert, 
Earl of Pembroke and Montgomery, was tho 
oldest aon of Lord Herbert of Lea (Sydney 
Herbert), He was born July 6, 1850. and 
educated at Eton.

Manaoha, Nicaragua, via Galveston, 
May 4. — At one o'clock thia morning, 
Nicaragua authorized Senor Chriaanto Me- 
dina, Salvadorlan miniater to London and 
Paria, to aaoept the! modified nltimatam of 
England; Senor Medina ia also authorized 
by the government oi Nicaragua to pay the 
£1.0,000 aterling in London within fifteen 
days after the departure of the British 
squadron from Corinto. 

Ordera for the evaonation of the port of 
Corinto by the British are to' be cabled to 
Admiral 'Stephenson to-day, and It Is 
thought probable that he is already la pos- 
eesslon of Inatractioos from Earl Spencer, 
first Lord of r.thp Admiralty, lb ia under* 
stood that-bh^'other items In the ^ original

Aa the representative 
of Salvador, I havo offered the guarantee of 
my government to pay the Indemnity In 
London within fifteen daya after tho evacu- 
ation of Corinto. The Earl of KImberly 
having acoopted this arrangement, I bo in- 
formed my government last night, and 1 
have no doubt that the terma will moot tho 
viowa of the Nicaraguan govern'moi^t." 

The Globe, commenting upon' the trouble 
between Nicaragua and Groat BrUaIn, says: 
"The sharp little leason which we have the 
painful duty to Infliot upon Nicaragua can- 
not full to bo productive of good. Another 
and more powerful atato has been taking a 
useful leoaoc. The Amerlcsn . republic aa- 
eiimcs the post of arbitrator In all disputea 
between the smaller atatea and Europe, and 
wbab ia more important lb shows a dis- 
poaitlon to interfere In those diapntes, 
which is as objectionable as ib is unasked 
for. The tone of the American press ever 
ainoe the preaent diffionlty arose haa reflect- 
ed very clearly the usual tone of that coun- 
try in theae matters, though perhaps their 
bluster and braggadocio on this ocoaaion was 
rendered louder beoause they felt there was 
little ohanoe of being listened to. Wo do 
not wish to heap indignity upon any state, 
however small and inalgnlficant. Kngldind 
haa never played tho part of a bully, and 
never will, bub aho muat bo ooroful to aeo 
tliat her good nature ia not too much pre- 
Bumod upon. " 

Nkw York, May t — A apecial to tho 
World from Corinto, Nicaragua, aaya : Tho 
garrison on tho mainland haa boon reinforced 
and tho troops are prepared for Immodiato 
movement. Two of tho bridgoa connecting 
tho tov/n with tho mainland have been do- 
Btroyod. Tho guard of British marines has 
taken a position near tho bridge approaches. 
The warships have changed podliions so aa 
to bo ready for hoatilitioa if noceasnry. 

Tho Nicaraguan govornmonb haa lately 
done away with the Mosquito reservation, 
whioh has been tho oaiieo of the present 
trouble, and incorporated ib as a state of 
Nicaragua, with the name of tho department 
of Zoloyo, after tho Preaidenb of the repub. 
He. This action haa been ofnoially commu- 
nicated to tho atato department. The 
significance of the movement has at- 
tracted llttlo public abtontlon, bub ib 
ia stated by ofTioIala that ib Involvea 
greater conslderatloua than the armed occu- 
pation of Corinto. Now that the latter 
crisis Is past, ofiioials are turning their 
attention to what Great Britain will do 
regarding Nlaaraona'a oourae in creating 
tho now state, ana thus indirectly terminat- 
ing all British antbority or infloenee in the 
old Mosquito oeunti^. Earl Eimberly has 
given notioe to Kioaragna that thia new 
question will receive the " kindly oonstdnra- 
tion " of Her Majesty's government after 
(ho three demands of the ultimatum are 
Bottled. The agreemenb practically settles 
these demande, only one of them, the ar- 
bitration of damagea to tho property of 
British euhjouta, romaining to bo executed.

ITALY A-ND BEAZIL. 

The South American Bepnbllo Called Upon to 
. Settle. Claims for Injnrlea to Italian 
•■ :^4Bal)Jeeta. 

Rio de Jaiwito, :'liay 4.^f-Tb8 Ibiilan 
oharge d'affaires has demandisd that Brazil 
reply within seven days to the olaims made 
by Italy for losses sustained by Italian sub- 
jects during tho late revolution. 

Washington City, May 4. — Sonor Men- 
donca, the Braz'han minister hero, boa no 
oiBcial information oonoernlDg the reported 
demand made by Italy upon tho Brazilian 
government for an onswer within seven daya 
to Iraly'a demanda for losaca suatained by tho 
Italian aubjoota during the revolution. He 
is, in fact, at present in ignorance of the na- 
ture of the claims. Ho reoalled that Italy 
preferred aomo cUima in 186-1, growing out 
of alleged losaes sustained by Italian sub- 
jeots during the war between Brazil and 
Paraguay and Uruguay. But, after some 
oorrespondenoe at ]the time, they were 
allowed to lapse until the republic was de- 
clared. After the dethronement of Dom 
Pedro they were again presented in a modi- 
fied form, but wore conaidered ao ridionloua 
by the Brazilian government that they were 
not pressed. Senor Mendonca dooa not know 
whether the claims involved are these or 
plaims arising out of tho Do G&ma rebellion 
of 1892 at Bio Janeiro. Upon the sugges- 
tion that Italy's demand , for - an answer 
within aeven days waa'ratlier peremptory, 
tho Brazilian replied : " Brazil, of ocurae, 
will settle any just claim against her, but 
Brazil ia no' more In a' poaition to be urged 
by a peremptory demand than the United 
States. Personally," he added, '* 1 do not 
believe in the collection of debts by ultima- 
tums."

Charsres Against the Orlg^inators Dis 
eiBsed— Ho Ulsseat From the 
Church of England. 

To TBB Editob :— FindtDg from recent 
oommnnlofttioni hi year Fa^m thali maob 
mieoonoeptlon ittn'prevaili o'onceralDg the 
origin of the Reformed Eplsoopal charoh in 
this city, I hope it will nob be enoroaohing 
too largely on your spaoa to reprint & letter 
which, Bome eight years ago, I wrote to the 
Record, a Church of England newspaper In 
London, in answer to similar statements 
emanating from Victoria, which had rC' 
oentiy appeared in its columns. Yonr 
obedient servant, E. Cridqe. 

Victoria, May 1, 1895. 

A OHHROB QVmnOVt IK BRITISH C0I.17MBIA, 
Sib, — My attention has been recently 
drawn to a oommunicatioQ in your isiue of 
Jane 18 last, rtitliiatiDg injuriously on tho 
Beformed Bp'HOopal oburoh in this oiiy. Aa 
I have been loentified with that body from 
its oommono, moot in 1874, 1 trust you will 
afford me epuoe in your columos for a reply, 
especially as, if we may judge from in- 
quiries ocDcerDing our opieoopato reoontly 
made in higit ([uirtors, tho o&uso, whether 
as it reapcotB ouraolvea or othors, is of no 
lesg intoreut noiv than It was a year ago. 

In riferoEca lo yuur oorrcapondent'a im- 
putatioBB on the co. grr gatioD, aa following, 
not priooiplea but men ; ae poaaeased of a 
bitter apirit ; aa beii g iu a diollning oondl- 
.tion, doomed, in hi^i upmion, to apeedy ex- 
tinotiou, or, at l<!tt8^, ro-abaorption into "tlie 
Church "; ib will, I think, bo suflicientj to 
point to their ainioat unprecedented eoU- 
SBorliico for tho cause ; to their twelve years 
of faithful testimony ; to tho incroaao if 
their pastorate found necessary at the very 
period of your oorreapofldent'a writing, and 
since carried into eS^ct ; and laat, nob loas'^, 
to the amity and goodwill aubaiating be- 
tween themaelvea and the body, as 
snoh, from whom they worship apar% 
Bat when he goea on to n fleet upon them ae 
Separatists, Schismatics, Dissenters ; when 
he aflirme aa a fact that the movement orig- 
inated in a private quarrel and not in doc- 
trinal offence, I OJinnut for the 'cause sake be 
silent., 

I mean noli, however, to enter into any 
vrangle^with this brother, nor to follow him 
in the unhappy vein of detraction ; and as, 
in poinb'of faol, his words do 'but re-echo 
the r^roBohes of a few local adversaries, it 
-will, I think, be more tn the tiwte of your 
readers if I now drop further reference to 
oar anonymous BsaallanC, and deal simply 
with the iiBues which he haa made himself 
the organ of raising in youc pages, 

A briif review of tho movement will, I 
think, be suliicient to diapoae of tho asser- 
tion that it originated in a perannal callieion, 
and not in docirine. Tho revorsa ia notori- 
ously the oaae* Tho troubles bti^in in L)o- 
ce.nber, 1872, when, after twelve yoare of 
peace under a miaaionary opiacopite, the 
question was suddenly and pablioly foroed 
upon the congregation whether they must 
paaaively submit to Kitualiutic, and indeed 
any toaohiog which an irreaponaiblo author- 
ity might aee fib to ' allow, or not to forbid. 
The interest and anxiety of tho congregation 
on this head were intcuBO, The aaaault no 
their well-known principles was generally 
reprobated throughout the province, and 
was, if I remembsr rightly, recorded, and 
not with approval, in your own columns. 
On tho pact of the ooneregation — the oldest 
Churcb.'of.ISagland body in the province — it 
was felt that a grave error had been com- 
mitted in auffurlng their church to bo made 
a cathedral, if the ancioat pastoral otlioe, 
according to Church of Kogland order, 
might be thus aet aaide and mado of. none 
effect, Tho individual act of aggreeaiony in 
itself, might have been of slight significance 
were it not that a lengthened correspond'' 
ence with the ecclesiastical authorities 
which ensued upon the subject did but con- 
firm the impression, previansty. prodaoed, 
that tbos it was indeed intended to be, 

A further impulse waa shortly afterwards 
given to their diicontonc in Its being intim- 
ated to the congregations generally that in 
the synod now proposed to be formed, the 
voice cf the " Chief Pastor," aa successor 
of the apoatles, must be held to prevail 
over that ol tho whole body of tho church. 
This took tho congregation by surpriao, not 
BO much on acoounb of tho doctrine itaolf as 
of the novelty of its application, which at 
tirat they could hardly believe to bo aeri- 
oualy meant. A lont; and arduoua conflict, 
into tho partioulare of which I need not now 
enter, onaued, and ended, bo far aa the ex- 
iating congrcg ition was conoornod, in tho 
rf jootion of iho nynod aa proposed tobocou- 
Btilu od. 

It will then, I think, bo evident, if I have 
given a trno record, that the movomcnt did 
arise out of dootrineB ; and I submit to your 
readers, tiirougli tho fonrleua organ of truth 
over which you, Sir, prealde, wholhor — your 
own pages beiug witneaa — they bo not 
doctrines which cause strifo and rcaiatanco 
wherever they are advanced. I iviil only 
add that if there were pureonal (|ue8tlona 
they uroae solely nul of thoau attaoka ; but 
aa their true naiuro cannot now, uxoopt in 
an ex parto aeaao, bo known — one aide only 
having boon heard— your readera will, I am 
euro, for overy reauon approve that I paaa 
them over. 

And thus. Sir, it happened that a con- 
gregation which for twenty years had 
worshipped in peace according to the simple 
ritual and pastoral order of the Church of 
England, were compelled by these invasions 
to seek a new religious home. And this 
step they took, not in a fragmentary, but in 
their folly organized form, overy official 
member of the congregation, without ex- 
ception, taking part in its ezodns. 

Such being briefly the history of the 
movement, I now proceed to ita defenco, 
and, with your permlasion. Sir, will show 
tho grounds on whioh wo believe that iu our 
action wo have contravened no principle of 
the Church of lingland. 

Tho chargcB laid againat ua may bo 
summed up under three heade : firat, wo 
have diaaented from tho Church of England; 
Booondly, wo have separated from tho 
" Catholic Church "; thirdly, wo hold com- 
muuion with Dlaaentora. 
I JI, With regard to tho firat of theBOohargea 
wo may ufTirni, as a matter of faot, tliati wo 
have not dioaonlod from tho Church of Eng- 
land, there boiog no suoh body hero except 
by imitation and fallowing ; and, ua in other 
bodies, under special trusts and engage- 
ments involving noithor union nor oommnc< 
ion with tho national ohuroh in any way.

of the printing and publishing trade. There 
Is no olaea of work of thia kind that the 
Colonist cannot now do, and the thorough- 
ncsa and quality that haa hitherto charuc or 
ized 3ta other branches will not be dopatied 
from in the future. 

The buaineaa of R. T. Williams, new 
mergfid in tlmt of the Colonist, waa oatab- 
liahed in ISO- by Chaa.

Kenzle. The latter gentlemarj retired in 
1S64 to go to tho Stiokocn jiinoB. Mr. 
Ucto, who was a native of Klngaton, On- 
tario, waa a rare, peculiar geniua In his way. 
His excellent bindings wero noted during 
tho early sixties. Ho died of cancer in 
1880.

THB GOVBRNMBNTS POLIOY. 

As every thinking man in the Dominion 
foresaw, the Government has been oom- 

pelled, in order to make both ends meet, to 
inoraasa tho taxoa. lb has, we think, done 
this in the way that will give the least dis- 
turbance possible to bnsineaa. To piece a 
lighb duty on sug^r and to inoraaie the duty 
on aplrita will not 'interfere to any f^ceat ex- 
tent with Ihe arranj;ements of business men, 
and will not add seriously to the burdans to 
ba borne by the people. It: is to bo regret- 
ted that the Government' have considered it 
neoeaaary to take back part of the sngai: tax 
which they found themselves in good times 
able to remit, bat anyone mnat see that it is 
better to anbmil) to a moderate inoreaae of 
taxation than to allow deficits to acoumnlate 
until the oredit of the country Is impaired. 
The new taxes are such as, when good times 
oome again, oan be taken olT without 
creating confualon or injuring any branch 
of basineia. 

If anyone was so sangnine as to expect 
rational oriticlsm on the course taken by the 
Governmeat from tho local organ of the 
Opposition, ho must feel disappointed. Its 
orltlciam seldom goes beyond a jeor, or a 
gibe, or a tirade of abuse, and it has not 
risen above that low level when it under- 
takes to comment on the means taken by 
tho Government to meet the deficit caused 
by tho hard times which are felt every- 
where by governments as well as indii 
viduala. Some rubbish about) " poor Mr, 
Foster," "Tory Government," "punish- 
ment " and " the impenitent," is all that it 
has to say in the way of oomment on the 
poUoy of the Govornment In a matter of 
vary oonsldorable importunco. A Htylo of 
journalism which would bo disoroditablo to 
a backwoods viUaijo sheet is not what tho 
people have a right to expect from tho 
organ of. the Liberal party in the capital of 
British Columbia. 



D18A QRBBMBNTS. 

The Unionist party in Great Britain is 
having its difficulties and its disagreements. 

It is, as our readers know, composed of Con- 
aervativaa and Liberals who loved their 
country bettor than Ihoy did their p^rty. A 
firm dotorminution to preaervo tho integrity 
of the Empiro Is the bond wbiuh holds them 
together. It is a strong one, and for the last 
nine years it has done Its work well. Tories 
like Mr. Balfour, Whigs like Mr. Goeohon, 
and Radicals like Chamberlain, huvo 
worked togethor heartily, and on tho whole 
harmoniously, to prevent what they conaidor 
the dismemberment of the Empiro. It is, 
when we oome to think of it, very snrpris- 
ing how elements so incongruous could have 
boon formed into a stron;; and a solid party. 
This party, which was so closely united 
when it had an aotive and a powerful onomy 
to contend againat, ia showing aignsjof dis 
Integrationnow that its opponent is becoming 
weak and divided. Conaervabives are geting 
jealous of the Liberal-Unionists, and the lat 
bor are beginning to fooltbat they are not well 
treated by the Consorvativea. The ohoioe 
of oandidatos for constituenoiea is ono bono 
of contention and Mr, Chamberlain's radical 
notions are another. There are, it appaars, 
men of both seoblona of the party who are 
ready to bow disoord and to promote strife. 

The Times, which is, before everything, 
Unionist, admlniatera a aevoro rebuke to the 
mischief makers of tho Tory wing of the 
party, It saya : 

Thoro would seem to be a peculiarly 
Puckish spirit at work in the reoent at- 
tempts bo make misohiof between the btto 
soctions of the Unioniab party. When tho 
Governmenb have been losing ground in tho 
country, when tho ministerial majority in tho 
Honse of Commons has been reduced almost 
to • vanishing point, and when the dissolu- 
tion of Parliament is within a measurable dis- 
tanoe,aomeirrospanBibleand not very Import- 
ant politicians calling themsolvoa Conaorva- 
tivoahavn thought it opportune acddecont to 
begin a oampaiga of deprooiation, and, wo 
might almoBt aay, of insult, againab Mr. 
Ghainberlain But we can- 
not diagniae from ourselves the fact that the 



oontinned anariiog at Mr. Chamberlain, 
which ia permitted among certain of the 
oamp-followera of Consecvatlsm, has pro- 
dnoed and is dangerously aggravating a 
painful and perilous tension of feeling. We 
disagree on many points with Mr. Chamber- 
lain. We are unable to follow the line of 
reasoning by which be held himself to be 
bound to give his veto for tho second read- 
ing of the Welsh Diaoatablishnient Bill, but 
since he felb that he could not refuse to sup 
port u prinuiplo to which he hod always 
avowod his attachment, it would bj insult- 
ing to deny his freoiioni of action. . . It 
is to be feared that the honest though short- 
sighted zeal of some Consorvativea to whom 
tho Chuioh is more than an object of 
eoBular polltica is egged on by the self seek- 
ipc; of others who are joaloua of the share of 
ntliaa that might fall after a victory for tho 
Uoionlsts to their allies. 

This ia very plain spoaklEg and it is oal- 
oulated to have the eHoob intended. It ia 
to bo observed that Mr. Balfour is too large- 
minded and too eleor-aighted to give any 
oonntenanoe to the tniaoliIef-makerB, He is, 
in fact, as severe upon them, bnt in another 
way, as tho Times. The Liberals, who have 
been bubbling over with gratification at tho 
prospeot of a schism in the Unionist party, 
will moat probably find that their rejoiolng 
ia premature. There ia too muoh good sense 
and too muoh true patrioblam in the Union- 
ist party to permit its members to throw 
away on the eve of victory the advantage 
they have gained in their long and strenuous 
contest against disintegration. 



A VAIN BOASTBR. 

The News-Advertiser expreasos anzioty 
on account of what it oalla " tho utter ab 
aonce of any reply " from the CoLONisr on 
the tinanoial position of the Province dia 
ou aed in theee oolumna a short time since, 
and to give proper effect to the remarks 
of our contemporary, we quote : 

The Colonist oonolnded its article on 
that oooaaion by quoting our previona atate- 
ment that we " hoped on an early oooaaion " 
to give it ail the information it soaght, and 
by making the anggeation that It very muoh 
doubted whether we would ventate to do ao. 
We promptly fulfilled cur promise, althoagh 
we felt ooDslderabia oompanoUon at the 
ridiculous position in wbloh the Colonist 
was loft aa the result of ita attempted com- 
parison of Canadian Paoifio Railway and 
Provincial methods of finance. We asked 
far further details that we nilghb add to our 
knowledge on tho oubjecb. But weeks have 
passed and nob one word from the Colonist. 
Has the amusing oorrospondonce which is 
now going on in tho columns of tho press re- 
specting the duty which tho people of the 
whole Province owe to the residents of Vic- 
toria, and which requires that they should 
inour heavy burdens in order to enable the 
merchants of Victoria to sell off "shelf- 
worn " goods, entirely engrossed tho OoLoK- 
ist's attention ? We should muoh like to be 
informed on tbia. 

^e are aorry to have oanaed o^r. contem- 
porary anxiety. His responsibllitiea are 
already numerous and onerous (pionghas edi- 
tor of two newspapers and aupplier of brain 
provender for tho Opposition in provincial 
politiog, without adding further to the wear 
and tear of grey matter. HowjBver, we 
fear his troubles are of hia own making;. 

Tho Colonist made no reply to the News- 
Advertiaor's last article, for tho reason that 
to carry cn a war of words with one who ia 
BO verbose and evasive as our contemporary 
la a waste of apaoe and an impoaition on the 
good-natara of rsadera. The Colonisz deala 
with direct'iaanea and atatementa, and ia 
not disposed to play ab tho game of shooting 
around corners, In wliloh our contemporary 
has been endeavoring to make itself profi- 
cient. The oooinosB with which it 
claima a viotory by such methoda 
Is truly refreshing, if not deoldsdly 
amusing. Like a certain domestic fowl, 
Romo of the ancestors of which are credited 
with saving Romo by their propenoity f.)r 
inakint; a noiao, our contemporary, after a 
good clsal of fuss, raahes baok to its coterie 
of admiring friends with immense aelf-aatis- 
faction, and anticipates their oongratuia- 
tions In a most demonstrative way. 

Tho Colonist made no attempt at oom- 
parieons between tho financial methoda of 
the Provincial Govornment and tho C.P.K. 
Co. It simply pointed out incidentally that 
in tbe matter of falling revenue, attributed 
by both, and quite justly, too, to general fio- 
anuial depression, our contemporary was 
inconsistent In denouncing in ono 
instanco and justifying in tho other. 
That was not the crux of the discuBaion at 
all. Tho editor of tho Nowa- Advertieor 
made an elaborate calculation of the debt of 
the Province, private and public, which he 
" guesaed " to be $22,000,000. We pointed 
out that suoh one-sided statistical statements 
aa thai wore nob only unfair, and at that 
particular tinio, whoa a loan was beio},' 
tloatod, inopporluno, but meant notliing un 
loss accompanied by a statement of assets, 
private and pnblio, Tbe effeot, if 
lb could have an effeot ab all, was 
wholly mischievous. It was tho other, 
tho credit side of tho account vfo 
uakod tho Nows-Advortisor to K've, and 
which it promlHod, but which, aa wo an 
ticipated, It has failed to give. The Newa' 
Advertiser wrote all around the issue and 
filled oolnmns of space in a oharaoteristic 
effort to evade lb. lb wanted us to discuss 
the details of Mr. Van Home's finanoial 
policy, something with which wo have no- 
thing to do, bub la tha suocQaa of which, 
however, our oontemporary Is naturally 
very mnoh interested. Itdiaonaaea ib with 
an eaae denoting extraordinary familiarity 
with the affairs of the C.P.R. While only 
too pleased to see the C.P.R. proapor, as an 
iadox of tho state of the country with whoae 
fortunes it ia ao closely connected, ib ia a 
snbjeot quite ioreign to that of the assets 
and liabilltiea of tfaia Pcovlnosi an4 when 
after two long-winded abtempba the Newa- 
Advertiser came not within gunshot of 
what ib started out to disouas, the Colonist 
did not fool called upon to make further 
reforonoo to its lucubrations except to 
deny a statement respeotiug the condi- 
tions of the new loan, wholly nnanth- 
orized and without fotindation. . When 
tho News- Advertiser ;disouBsea the laaue 
we raided and fnlfiUa its promise in that 
respect, we are quite willing to oon- 



aider anything ib may have to aay, and re- 
ply if reply be necessary. We respectfully 
deolico to be drawn from tho track by any 
number of side isauea. We even regard the 
oontemptuoua and wholly unprovoked sneer 
at the merchants of Victoria as altogether 
unworthy of notice, ezoept to oall attention 
to it BB a matter of interest to our readers. 
We might say a ncmber of mean and un- 
pleasant things about the merchants of Van- 
couver, a sort of reply which our contero- 
pornry would antiolpato and apprcoiato, bub 
that kind of " argument " requires no re- 
buttal ; it is self-condemnatory. 

THB NBW RBMBDY. 

The evidence In favor of anti-toxine as a 

euro for diphtheria aooumulates. What was 
said of it at first appears to be confirmed by 
experience. When it la administetod in tho 
e&rly stages of the disease ib ia an almoab, if 
nob an entirely certain cure ; and in oases 
which under the ordinary treatment are 
past cure, recovery when anti-toxine ia used 
is nob icfrtquenb. 

Tho latest evidence In favor of anti-toxine 
comes from Yonkers, a city in the State of 
Now York. Dr. Valentino Browne, the 
health oQicer of that city, baa drawn up an 
elaborate report oonoeming the use of the 
new treatment. He atatea that daring tha 
two years immediately preceding 1893 ,the 
mortality from diphtheria in 'Vonkers waaSO 
percent., that is, juat one-half of tho persons 
atllloted with that dreadful diaoaae died. 
In 1893 tbe mortality WAS 47. C3 per cent, 
and in 1894 it was 34 per cent., the new 
remedy having been used to some extent 
during tho last two months of that year, 
In January of the present year tho ratio of 
mortality fell to IG.GG per cent, and in Fob 
ruary and March it wasatiil further lowered 
bo 12 per cent. Before the anti-toxine was 
uBed about one-half the diphtheria oasea 
were fatal, after it had been used some time 
only one-eighth of tho oases were fatal. "Ib 
win be noticed," aays Dr. Browne, thob 
the remarkable saving of human life has 
boon accomplished in this little oity through 
tho use of anti-toxine, nob only by Ita cura- 
tive effeota, but aiao by ita potency in im- 
muning ohildren exposed to diphtheria." 

Dr, Browne was not an easy convert to 
the new remedy ; he was, ho says, at lirst 
strongly opposed to ita uses "and it waa not 
until convincing reports from well known 
soientifio investigators were published that 
bo ventured to employ the mew remedy." 
Hia report contains the medioai history of 
forty cases which bo attended. Of these 
forty oases only two were fatal. This is 
exactly five per cent. " At least twenty of 
the oasea," he aays, " were of the claaa 
called malignant," and he ia fully convinced 
after twenty years' experienoe that "not 
less than fifteen of the^e twenty patients 
would huvo died in spite of the beat known 
troatmonb employed prior bo the use of anti- 
toxine," This la very strong testimooy as to 
the ofBcaoy of anti-toxine. 

There are some sceptioal physicians who 
beliovo that the disease ia wearing itaelf out, 
so to speak, is becoming milder, and that 
fewer oaaea are fatal now than wero 
some time ago, no matter what remedies are 
used. One of these doctors reports fourteen 
oasea In only three of which the aerum 
was used, and the whole fonrteen 
recovered. " It appears to me," thia 
doctor aays,'," that wo are passing through a 
vory low dip of the mortality ourvo, such as 
happona In tho courao of all endemic dis- 
eases, and if suoh ia tho caae the large major- 
ity of oasea will recover, providing no lino of 
treatment is adopted which ia harmful." 
Thia is bis theory, and he may be right, bnt 
it ia a little aingul&r that the low dip should 
occur juat when the anti-toxine is coming 
into general use. Tho virtuo of anti-toxine, 
if it does possess virtue, will aoon ba past 
doubb with all reasonable men and women, 
for there are now thousands of physicians, 
educated to observe soientifioaliy, who are 
watching with great interest the oases in 
which tho remedy is being uaed. The con- 
clualona to which tho groat majority of thorn 
arrive will soon be known, and laymen will 
be quite safe in relying upon them im- 
plicitly. There will, of course, always be 
doubters, bnt these aoeptlcs have their use. 
They make the observers oarefal, and they 
prevent the public arriving at too hasty oon-

St. Joii.n'h, Nfld., April 23.— Tho dele- 
gates havo returned loud in their praises of 
tho courtosy and kindness which mot them 
on all hands. Though they came, aa was 
well known, under pressure of sore need 
created by our late disasters, and after more 
than one refusal to treat for union, there 
waa nothing in their reception to remind 
them of this, even In tho remotest degree. 
They were treated as equals, as ambasaadora 
representing an independent power. All 
this haa touched tho hoarta of our people 
and softened many a rigid unti-confodorato. 
The delegates frankly acknowledge tho 
attentions and honors heaped upon thorn, 
and declare that it was as representatives of 
Newfoundland thab thoy wore the rociplonte 
of such distinguished courtesies. Ib haa 
been made evident that Canada strongly de- 
sires union, and that there is almost un- 
animity of sentiment on this anbjeot among 
all political parties. 

Tho next few weeks will constitute 
momentous period In tho hiatory of tho an- 
cient colony. Wo look for stirring times. 
The destinies of tho country hang in tho bal- 
ance. After all that haa been done to brine 
about this long-doforred union, it would be 
a public calamity of the widest dimensions 
if it should fail. One would almost despair 
of thia colony if it ahould now churlishly 
reject the band reached out to help and 
save ; for there is no use attempting to con- 
ceal the fact that wo are approaohing tho 
verge of bankruptcy, and thab the rojection 
of union moans that wo shall have to sur- 
render our constitution and accept tho de- 
graded poeicion of a Crown colony, or bo 
posted ua dofaultora, by the 1st of July. 
Up to this date tho Bank of Montreal has 
furnished loans which have enabled ua to 
float along, bat such loans, with only the 
rovenuo as security, cannot go on. Union 
meana provision for our liabilities and as- 
sumption of our dobts, and tho support of 
all the public sorvlcoa in thoir integrity. 

The great question whioh first presehti It- 
self is, will tho gorernmenb, after submit- 
ting the terms to the house, then dissolve 
and leave the people to decide the matter at 
tho polls. Under' ordinary ponditions, no 
doubt, this would be the constitutional way, 
but at preaeqt our oqnditlon Is abnormal, 
and to hold a general election for the pur- 
pose of determining tbo ijuostton ia all but 
Impracticable. Tho first and main objection 
is want, of money to meob tho expenses of a 
general oloolion. Tho logitiniato coat of a 
general election ia about $50,000. This is 
apart altogether from what tho candidates 
may spend, and includoa only what tbo gov- 
ernment must pay at onco in oaah. But tho 
treasury ia empty, and to borrow thia 
amount to spend on an election is imiioasi- 
bio. Tho Bank of Montreal will not furnioh 
Buoh a loan for such a purpose. Our savings 
bink can render no aid, for the withdrawal 
of its (lapoaita goea on ateadily, and at thia 
moment it ia in serious peril. Then how 
can an oleotion be run In regard to time ? 
Allowing ten days for debating tho terma in 
the house, and the usual 21 days after Issu- 
ing tho proclamation, a general election 
could nob be held before tbo first week in 
June. Quarter day Is thon at hand, and 
the Interest on the debentures In London 
ond hero will bo duo. How ia the money to 
bo found ? With tho unoortaintiea of a gen- 
eral oleotion in prospect, no monetary insti- 
tution would advance another sum o' $-100, ■ 
000, as the Bank of Montreal did in Janu- 
ary last. We are then face to face with 
the awful position of national bankruptcy ; 
and If the decision at the polls should bo 
" no confederation " we are posted as de- 
fiultera, and the publlo creditors will at 
once seize the revenue, nnleee Great Britain 
steps in, takes our ubarter away, and trans- 
forms ua into a Crown colony. 

There ia unobhor conaldoration which ren- 
ders it most undeairiiblo thai tho question 
should be decided by tho people at tho polls. 
If tho election is to bo ruahod through in 
three woeke it ia utterly impossible in that 
time to inform tho people, ospeciully in tho 
outlying districts, nf tho nature and lulvan- 
tigca of tho terms oirorod, oo aa to enable 
thein to pronounce an intolligonb judgment 
in tho matter. At present they are totally 
Ignorant regarding the question, and satu- 
rated with the old ridiculous notions and 
prejudices. The bulk of them could nob bo 
got to understand the danger In which wo 
are and the conaequenooa of falling to meet 
our liabilities on tho first of July. They 
would vote, therefore, reoklesaly and so pre- 
cipitate ruin. The antis, who are for the 
most part irreaponalble pereons, know this, 
and calculate on winning by an appeal to 
their prejudices and paaaiona. Such •» great 
and Important question, therefore, should 
not be submitted for deoiaion to such a 
tribunal, who are utterly unprepared to 
judge it on |ts merits. 

Tho present house of assembly was re- 
cently elected, and enjoys the confidence of 
the constituencies. Tbo right course, there. 
fore, would be to lay the question before 
them In ita entirety, and lot thoro bo a full 
and free discussion. After tho terma are 
made known, thoro would be ample time for 
the people to express their opinions by peti- 
tions. Thus tho Intelligence of the oounbry 
would be brought to boar on tho great Issues 
at stake. 

A very marked improvement in buelncBS 
lo discernible, though wo are still u long 
way off tho normal atuto of former years, 
Tho preaonco of throe Canadian banko had 
made a great change for tho bolter and ren- 
dered tho oiroulutiDg medium much more 
abundant. Tho oxoollonS toal fishery of 
this spring has also had a marked effect for 
tho bettor and has holpod to pub some heart 
and spirit Into our people. The earnings of 
our seal hunters will be spent In purchasing 
the neoesiarlea of life ; and the employment 



given in manufaoturing tho oil will bo very 
welcome. Besides, Sir Herbert Murray has 
now some GOO or 700 men at work in the 
streets of Sb. John's laying down water 
pipes and opening sewers, so as to improve 
the condition of the city. He very wisely 
gives only half a dollar per day, aa they ore 
relief worka and will oeaso as soon aa the 
fishery 'opons, The men employed work 
well and welcome a chance of employment 
even at low wages. From all these causes, 
things are beginning to look brighter. 
Herbert Murray la also anthorizad to help 
Gahermen to make a atart, if they are with- 
out the means of entering on their usual 
avocatlona, but in what way this is to be 
done If) not yet announced. It is rather i 
perilous undertaking. Things will gradual 
ly adjust themselves to the new conditions, 
bub the old credit system finds its wingo 
clipped.

. oraten a bishop with jurigdiction abroad, it 
is a paroly tniaalonary arraDgoment, Dob of 
the oharoh, but by promotion of devout In- 
' dividutkla or aasooiatloD?, juriedfotlon mca^a 
lag simply limit c£ area, preoiaoly as in other 
bbdiee. Suoti a person, like any other mia- 
aionary, gooa forth, not with authority from 
the national churob, bub as a " biahop in the 
church of God," either to preach the Gos- 
pel, or to aeek whom he may pereuade to 
follow tho old ways, whether of worship or 
order, under his rule and governance, but 
with no authority over or cauao of animoalty 
Rgaioat those who, either for ooneolence sake 
or desire to drop some things which they 
have felt a burden, doollne or withdraw 
from communion under his ruls. 

And ua wo have not dlaaoncod from tho 
Church of EngKiod in fiot, neither we feci 
sure, have wo in principle, la eatabliahiog 
ourselve>j in another, but still in an orderly 
church rclaclou, we have but uaed the lib- 
erty which that Church c encodes to all 
other charohoe, whether, particular or na- 
tional, of ordoriog themselves independent- 
ly, with power of limiting and dedning their 
own traditions and ceremonioa. 

The impntatioD of dissent and schism, 
therefore, which by some has been ao freely 
oaib.apon ni, la.'WB' oonoelve, but tli« ory of 
, 'Wounded, sentimenti or diiappqlated alme. 
, II. We observe aoxi, tbat,as we havo nob 
diBsented from the national Cbnreb, ao 
neibber have we separated from the Holy 
Catholic Church. We have to deal here 
with a mystery which under tho name of 
" the Church," is the mainstay of the 
" apostolic " pretension. That " church," 
whatever it is, is not Catholic but atraitly 
limited ; whoroaa, in tho Church of Eogland 
sense, tho " Catholic Church " is unlimited, 
comprehoudmg all true bolievora, even ill 
who bold the "Catholic faith," conooruing 
which no word of tradition is spoken 
(Athanaalan t.;roed. ) Neither ia it any 
existing or pro-existing oongrogation, for 
when it ia callod the "church of our 
fathers," it ia plainly oonf<.-ased that our 
fathers were not " tho Church." It 
mains that " tho Church " is neither more 
nor less than an undefined body of doctrinoa 
and traditions, to be accepted on tho author 
ity of the " apostolic '• order, and thooo who 
accept them are said to "belong to 
the oharch," Vlrtaally, then, that order ia 
itself " tbe ahnrob.\" We must) now, there- 
lore, deal with ibi-preteniion to rnle in that 
name. 

The apoacolical auccession, as to its pedi 
gree has boon too cffaotively handled in your 
columns already for me to enlarge on it here. 
But, as a river, to those who have escaped 
drowning, is "of more fearful recollection 
than the channel in which it flows," so, to 
those who have experienced its alarms, tbe 
aotnal power of tbe aposbolio order is more 
impreaaive than tbe legitimacy of ita origin ; 
for, tfaonsb its title benanght, It bas created 
a aentiinenti 'in ▼ast ranltitades of minds 
wblob bas proonred tor it a tremendoua 
force, more widely operative, perhaps, than 
many are at all oonaolottS of or willing to ad- 
mit. The prerogatives of the " apostolic " 
pastor, being antecedent to law and above 
law, involve, for those who admit them, 
vague and unlimited oonaeqaenoea. Poa- 
aeesed of no human authority, though lean- 
ing strongly on it, he bears, wherever he 
cames, a commieaion from God, not only to 
rule the church, but to create it. From 
hence the reproach of " sohiam " derives its 
most awful signifioancs, rendering those who 
inour it worthy of excommunioation, with 
privation of riti38 of sepulture and of all 
spiritual beneflta. Having boon oureolvos 
pursued by those cenaurea and niilodiotions, 
wo deem oursolvoa justiBod In inquiring in- 
to the nature and composition of a body 
which claims aupremacy, nob by virtue - of 
apostolic truth, bub of mere traditional pro- 
rogativoa. For evidently truth is not tho 
indiaponaablo condition. For, sir, tho 
" apostolic " body being, through mutually 
imputed heresies, divided into three dis- 
tinct branches, Greek, Roman, and what 
for comprehension we may term Separatist 
— the latter nob dissenting from tho order 
itself, but (rom the usurped supremacy of 
one of its members, constitutee, in the 
"Anglican" mind at least, one grand 
brotherhood of spiritual rulers who, by tho 
indelible prerogative of their descent, alone 
malce " the Church " to be, and apart from 
whom there is no salvation, or at least no 
assurance. Now, air, we can accept " a 
Bishop in the Church of God " according to 
the national polity, but we cannot accept a 
btabop wbo. Identifying himself with such a 
brotberhooa, oomei in tbe name of an "apos- 
tle^" We hold' the pretensions of snob 
•postles. as of nothing worth (Rev, ii: 2}, for 
these reasons : First, because theChnroh" 
Jn whose name they apeak ia not . a Churob, 
but only themselves and their traditions. 
Secondly, beaanse they-bring-thelr preroga- 
tives into, and did not receive them from, 
the Church ; they are no part of the polity 
of the national church, with which 
polity, as established in ita atandarda o'. 
doctrine, nothing can be in atronger con- 
trast than the Canons Ecolesiuatioal which 
are distinctively the production of tho 
" aposlolio ■' aeation. And thirdly, bociuso 
tho solemn scriptural ordinal of the Church 
of England haa throughout in view only the 
oongregationa of tho faithfu', the living 
oHuroheo, having llioir being und origin in 
Chrlat aloDo. It knows nothing of any 
function of an ordained miniatry other than 
that of foodinj;, niiy of aorvlrg, tho church 
ar,d congregation over whom thoy aro ap- 
pointed, nor givoa thorn right to rule the 
flock with aught moro of traditlona and 
ooremonios than such " as bo ordained and 
approved by common authority," and to 
which auch congregation, as part of tho 
body oonfodorato, has virtually asaented. 
lo all which this grand Church of England 
devoutly follows tho apostles Indeed, to 
whom the living congregations were over 
the churches of Chrlat. " And lastly, bo- 
cau>4e in tho national church tho " apostolic " 
pretension finds no place. For all which 
reasona, and beoanse it violates our oon* 
science, we have oast It off. 

III. But is not our holdiog communion 
with dissoutors in itself proof that 
wo aro ouraelvea dissenters? I trust 
it hna boon aulfioiontly proved that 
it ia not simple epiecopaoy, but 
thn protoucion accompanying it, that haa 
ir.fluencod our course, and, I boliovo, thoira 
also. I tniat that I may, without preaunip- 
tlon, Btato my belief that the removal of 
that pretonaion ia the chief unQniahed work 
of tho Hiiformatiou, which, being efljoted, 
would mako the church f»r moro glorious 
and oomprohonalve than it haa over boon. 
And I believe that tho groat church (|noa- 
tion which is now coming to tho front ia 
not DO muoh of tho pormlsaiblo quantity of 
rites and ceremonies as of the grounds of 
traditional supremacy. Ii is surely a quea- 
u tion.which In those times of light cannot bo 
'disposed of by synods, convociktiona, orbiah- 
-i)ps in partibm, assorting indefensible proro- 
gativea, bub by reasonable proof. Why aro 
^Ohriatian bodioa who aro doing God's work, 
\irbotber pastoral or evangelistic, with a zaal 
' -aibd'plety inferior to none, deemed excluded 
'■'from ohurch covenants and privileges? On 
.thegronnds of aimbny, ' saint- worship, tho 
inaM,''prayerB fbrthe' dea'd, heresies, auper- 
,.4tItiont . No, .but beoanse they are judged 
ito .be,.oat.of the line of tradition, though ^n 
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that line suob things have been and are 
preached, practised, permitted. 

Again, we oonaider tbe simple question of 
overaeersbip in tho llghb of the Holy Scrip- 
ture, In which light alone the 
Church of England places all ques- 
tions, whether of doobrine or 
;ovemment ; if, also, we consider It in the 
ight of tbe same church's definitions of tbe 
church of Christ, as being, in particular, a 
oongrogation of faithful men, and, in gen- 
eral, the blesRod company of all faithful peo- 
ple (3f, Can. .Tf;), wo ahull surely find in the 
government of particular cburohoa, sound in 
the faith, littlo that ia wanting of apostolic 
refiulromonts ; little wanting, I moan, ex- 
cept tho name and what too often gooa with 
tho name. Ovoraoership, aa a funotion, may 
Indisputably bo oxeroisod under diverse 
names. Who can doubt that if thia word, 
which in apoatolic language contains one 
simple idea, exactly exprosaivo of the func- 
tion, neither more nor leas, had not in other 
anguagos, by accretion, gob to signify a 
great doal moro, it would still have been 
Kunurally retained in scriptural ohnrohos? 
Bub, lob ua ask, what is thoro wanting in 
those bodioa for tho full disohargo of this or 
of any other function of tho ministry? 
Surely, sir, there ia not less spiritual prepar- 
ation, nob less sound oducation, not loss 
vigilance and pious concern for the fiick, 
nob less careful oversight over tho flock, nob 
legs solemn dedioitlon to the work of the 
ministry,— and that through an already ox 



any break dieoernibie in tbe continuity of 
auch ohnrchea, or room to donbt that the 
continued existence of the living obnroh 
ia a true apostolical auccesslon, depending 
nob on a name but on tbe 'Sp'irit of Ohrlet 
which moroifuUy has never been token 
away, and whose fruits are the sorest sigh of 
a trne Ghnrob t 

We ouraelvea have followed the order, 
forms and dootrlnes of our mother church, 
with no more departure from them than 
many of our brethren at homo and abroad, 
both clerical and lay, aro endeavoring to pro- 
euro. Wo have done thia, moroover, in tho 
traditional line. The implicit rolianoo 
which tho august aaaembly of spiritual peers 
apparently placed on tho eontonco of the 
Amorioau biahop on thia head on a roooni) 
occision would soom to auggosb a strain of 
infallibility. For whilo u epeoific act of in- 
subordination ia referred to tho teat of a 
logal opinion, the mystory of traditional va- 
lidity ia conclusively settled by tho mere 
word of u recognlzad member of the apostolic 
brotherhood. Yot why ia not tho word of 
Hiuhop Cummina aa weighty in tho promisea 
aa tho word of HIshop Potter ? both oonsoion- 
tloua men. Boaides which, if tho inquiry bo 
deemed vital, wo have legal opinions aa well. 
Hut balioviog that all congregations, or 
groupa of congregations, of f tithful men, 
joined together in submission to our Lord, 
with orderly ovorsighb avowedly resting on 
the Holy Ghoat, and on tbe word of the 
Apostles, are ohurches of Chrlat, we reoeive 
their minlatera without reordlnatlon, believ

If, sir, in conolusion, the foregoing apolo- 
gies for onr position are aoundi as I am avre 

they are conscientious ; If in our particular 

movement wo have only departed from un- 
authorized doctrines and from an unlawful 
yoko ; violating thereby no principlo of the 
Church of England, and only using the lib- 
erty which she allows — allows even to thoae 
whose oonsolenoo has nob boon individually 
assailed ; if, in fine. In ordering ourselves 
anew, wo have not reckleasly departed from 
hor ways ; I trust it will appear thot we 
have duno nothing juotly to offend onr breth- 
ren, or to dcaorvo tho Imputations which 
have been caab upon ua.

Kirects of a Host Terrific and Destmctlve 
Cj-elono lu the Western States. 

Sioux City, la,, May 4.— The Jonrnal'd 
Sioux Centre speciale say; one,' of the most 
dostrnotivs and terrific oyoloneB whiah ever 
visited the northwest corner of the state of 
Iowa passed through a portlon' of Sionx 
Centre early last evening.
